ing from 1946 to 1948, and had re- 
ceived sentences ranging from 10 
years to death. Saturday's amnesty 
order said those being released had 
been convicted of war crimes, or 
crimes against the Soviet occupa- 
tion government.

Senate Agriculture 
Committee Receives 
Outline of Program 
WASHINGTON (^—Pres- 


ident Eisenhower soon will 
ask congress for authority to 
use up to one billion dollars 
worth of surplus farm prod- 
ucts to help strengthen the 
economies of friendly coun- 
tries. 


This plan was disclosed today by 


Secretary of Agriculture Benson in 
a statement before the senate agri- 
culture committee, outlining the 
administration's new farm pro- 
ram. 
The proposed use of government 


surpluses—which Benson said to- 
day now exceed 5^ billion dollars 
—would be in addition to 2'/i billion 
dollars worth of surpluses which 
would be "insulated" from regular 
commercial supplies for special 
uses. Such uses would be for dis- 
aster relief, the school lunch pro- 
gram and for stockpiling for na- 
ionai emergencies. 


Ike's Idea 


The "insulating" idea was ad- 


vanced- by" the President a week 
ago in a special message to con- 
gress outlining his farm program. 


Benson told the senate commit- 


tee that the President has author- 
ized him to announce the plans for 
the expanded use of farm surpluses 
abroad, in advance of the chief 
executive's budget message which 
is scheduled to go before congress 
Thursday. The secretary said that 
this message would set forth the 
President's new proposal. 


Details of how the overseas sur- 


plus program would be handled 
were not specified in Benson's 
statement. 


He did say the billion dollars 


worth of surpluses would be used 
over a three year period to "com- 
plement our general program of 
economic and technical 
develop- 


ment" abroad. 


Sen. Ellender (D-La) said in ad- 


vance of Benson's appearance that 
he wanted to know "just who sug- 
gested P r e s i d e n t Eisenhower's 
farm program and why." Chair- 
man Aiken (R-Vt) of the commit- 
tee billed Benson's testimony as 
"an outlook for agriculture." 
Benson said the plan for using 
one billion dollars worth of sur- 
pluses to help other 
countries 


would go into effect only if the 
administration's new farm, pro- 
gram is adopted. 


The program is sharply contro- 


versial. Critics have hit mainly at 
Eisenhower's plan for scrapping 
the present rigid government sup- 
ports for basic field crops. He 
would replace them with a flexible 
system of supports ranging from 
75 to 90 per cent of parity. Present 
law requires supports at 90 per 
cent of parity for basic crops. 
Parity is a standard said by law 
to be fair to farmers in relation to 
the cost of things they must buy. 


The secretary said the adminis- 


tration's flexible support program, 
by lowering price props when sur- 
pluses threaten, should not involve 
a continued accumulation of large 
surpluses. 


Under it, price props would vary, 


depending on the size of supplies. 
In times of scarcity, 
supports 


would be high to encourage pro- 
duction and in times of surpluses 
they would be low to encourage

Wants U. S. 
To Bolster 
Private Plans 


$25 Million Asked 
For Re-Insurance 
To Spread Benefits 
WASHINGTON Of)—Pres- 


ident Eisenhower proposed 
today that the government 
bolster p r i v a t e insurance 
plans as a step toward better, 
ing the health of all Ameri- 
cans. 


In a special message to Con- 


gress- Eisenhower asked for 23 
million dollars to start a system 
of government re-insurance or pri- 
vate plans, to help take care of 
extraordinary 
expenses 
beyond 


those now covered. 


Five Year -Plan 


The President also proposed a 


five-year plan for expansion of the 
program for rehabilitation of the 
disabled. 
Under it a total of 660,- 


000 disabled persons would be re- 
turned "to places of full respon- 
sibility as actively working citi- 
zens. 


Eisenhower's plan "rejecting the 


socialization 
of medicine." 
also 


called for (A) continuation of pres- 
ent 
public health 
service 
pro- 


grams, (B) a new. simplified for- 
mula for grants-in-aid to the states 
for health purposes, and (C) a 
stepped up program of construc- 
tion of medical care facilities. 


The President told Congress the 


total private medical bill of the 
nation now exceeds nine billion 
dollars a 
year—an average of 


nearly $200 a family—and still IB 
rising. 


U. S. Must Help 


He said the emphasis in dealing 


with the problem must remain es- 
sentially on private care, but that 
the government can and must 
help. 


"Freedom, consent, and individ- 


ual responsibility are fundamental 
to our system," he said. "In th« 
field of medical care, this means 
that the traditional relationship of 
the physician and his patient, and 
the right of the individual to elect 
freely the manner of his care in 
illness, must be preserved. 


"In adhering to this principle, 


and rejecting the socialization of 
medicine, we can still confidently 
commit ourselves to certain na- 
tional health goals." 


"One such goal is that the means 


for achieving good health should 
be accessible to all. 
A person's 


location, occupation, age. race, 
creed or financial status should not 
bar him from enjoying this ac- 
cess." 


"Bent Way" 


The President led up to his're- 


insurance proposal by saying: 


"The best way for most of our 


people to provide themselves the 
resources to obtain good medical 
care is to participate in volun- 
tary health insurance plans. Dur- 
ing the past decade, private.and 
non-profit health insurance organi- 
zations have made striking prog- 
ress in offering such plans. 


"The 
most 
widely purchased 


:ype of health insurance, which in 
^capitalization insurance, already 
meets approximately 40 per cent 
of ail private expenditures for hos- 
>ital care. 


"This progress indicates that 


Jiese voluntary organizations can 
reach many more people and pro- 
vide better and broader benefits. 
They should be encouraged and 
helped to do so. 


"Better health insurance protec- 


ion for more people can be pro- 
vided. 


"The government need not and 


should not go into the insurance 
business to furnish the protection 
which private and non-profit or- 
ganizations do not now provide. 
But the government can and should 
work with them to study and de- 
vise better insurance protection to 
meet the public need.

Cold Wave 
Eases in 
Midwest

Bitter arctic air which has en- 


gulfed the north centra,!" states lost 
some of its bite today in spreading 
eastward and southward, but sub- 
zero temperatures were still gen- 
eral along Canadian border states.

On Farm Plan 


WASHINGTON UrV- Sen. Ellen- 


der (D-La) said today he will ask 
Secretary of Agriculture Benson 
"just who suggested President Eis- 
enhower's farm p r o g r a m and 
why." 


Ellender is the senior Democrat 


on the senate agriculture commit- 
tee, which invited Benson before it 
today to give it, in the words of 
Chairman Aiken (R-Vt), "an out- 
look for agriculture." 


Eisenhower said hs farm pro- 


gram, which has stirred up heated 
opposition from many Democrats 
and some Republicans, was based 
on "the most thorough and com- 
prehensive study ever made of the 
farm problem and of governmental 
farm programs." 


Conducted Study 


Taking part in the study, he said, 


were more than 500 eminent farm 
leaders, agricultural 
c o l l e g e s , 


scores of producer and trade 


roups, national farm organiza- 
ions, members of congress and 
thousands of individual farmers. 


The most controversial feature of 


^ 


the program Is the scrapping of the 
present rigid government supports 
for basic field crops, other than 
tobacco, and their replacement by 
flexible supports ranging from 75 
to 90 per cent of parity, a standard 
said by law to be fair to farmers 
in terms of prices prevailing for 
nonfarm goods. Present law re- 
quires 90 per cent support for basic 
crops. 


Ellender, with reference to the 


proposal for flexible supports, said 
in an interview: 


"To me the new proposals seem 


contradictory. While basic crops 
like cotton, wheat and corn are put 
under a sliding scale of supports 
from 79 to 90 per cent, tobacco and 
some others continue about the 
same." 


Under Eisenhower's proposals, 


supports would be relatively high 
in times of scarcity, to encourage 
production, and low in times of 
surplus, to discourage it. 


Cite* Contradiction 


It seems to me thkt there is 


no need to raise supports when 
tliere is a scarcity," Ellender said. 
"The market normally would elim- 
inate need for any supports." 


Ellender said he favors applying 


planting and marketing controls at 
a lower level of supply than at 
present "so we don't pile up a 
surplus to push down prices." 
Eisenhower cited the present gov- 
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ernment Investment of some five 
billion dollars in surpluses as evi- 
dence that something is wrong with 
the present war-bora system. 


Eisenhower's farm program was 


among the first of his specific rec- 
ommendations to come under di- 
rect fire in the legislative process.

Congress Should Not Heed Extremists 


on T-H Revision 


President Eisenhower has made some constructive pro- 


posals for improvement of the Taft-Hartley Act. They de- 
serve the earnest consideration of congress, and probably the 
bulk of them merit adoption. 


Not unexpectedly, the country's top labor leaders dis- 


missed the recommendations as either bad or just secondary. 
For years they have made it clear that nothing less than out- 
right repeal of the law would satisfy them. 


On the other hand, even in advance of the president's 


presentation, the National Association of Manufacturers de- 
clared it favored no changes at all.

Neither of these positions appears to reflect maximum 


concern for the general public interest. 


Union leaders dub Taft-Hartley- "antilabor," but their 


definition of "antilabor" is anything that restricts labor's 
behavior in any way. Since labor must be expected to be 
responsive to reasonable restraint no less than other seg- 
ments of society, the leaders' attitude is plainly narrow and 
selfish. 


No more can be said for the NAM viewpoint. Taft- 


Hartley is a massive law containing more than 100 clauses. 
Though many of these are pickups from the old Wagner Act, 
much of the law was new when passed in 1947. It would be a 
miracle if nearly seven years' experience with it did not indi- 
cate considerable need for improvement. To shut the door 
on change is merely to ape labor's approach—with reverse 
English. 


The president's program ought to get from congress 


a. more rational and more moderate aopraisal than these 
extremes can promise. Whether it willYemains to be seen.

Mr. Eisenhower's proposals are not without their con- 


troversial aspect. He wants to soften the ban on the second- 
ary boycott, and this is a proposal that needs to be exam- 
ined with great care. He suggests, too, that secret, federal 
strike ballots be taken in labor disputes; the exact intent of 
this provision is not entirely clear. 


But on balance most of these ideas have been in the 


hopper since at least 1949, when the late Senator Taft him- 
self introduced many of them. At that time 'the senate suc- 
ceeded in steering a substantial list of amendments to senate 
passage, but they foundered in the house on the rock of Dem- 
ocratic-Labor opposition committed to full repeal. 


Certainly the time is at hand to reshape Taft-Hartley 


in the, light of working experience. Reasonable change will 
benefit workers, employers and the public, all of which the 
law must serve fairly. Congress should not be turned aside 
from this goal by the pleas of extremists on either side

WASHINGTON—(NEA)—There's still some uncertain- 


ty as to just what President Eisenhower's proposal for a 
new law to take away the American citizenship of con- 
victed Communist conspirators would do to them. When 
a person loses his citizenship, he becomes an alien, even 
though .native born. He could be deported, if arrange- 
ments could be made with any country to take him. Oth- 
erwise, he couldn't get a passport. 


Remaining in the United States one of these nonciti- 


zens would lose his civil liberties, including the right to 
vote, serve on juries, or hold public office. 
But he would 


not lose his protection under the Bill of Rights which is 
extended to aliens as well as citizens under the Constitu- 
tion. 


Only a few states now deny noncitizens the right to 


own property. But they would have to pay taxes like any- 
body else. 


Aliens ordinarily can't get licenses to engage in the 


practice of medicine, law or any of the licensed trades 
like bartering. 
But nonntizens could prorbably get li- 


censes to drive automobiles.

Glaucoma Is Eye Disease 
Needing Prompt Treatment

Mrs. S. says, her glaucoma is in 
an early stage, but she should 
certainly not allow the absence of 
pain or other symptoms to inter- 
fere with the treatment which she 
needs. If she ignores it, she may 
be courting disaster. 


Glaucoma is one of the most se- 


rious diseases of the eyes, and is 
believed to be responsible for the 
blindness of at least 20,000 persons 
in the United States alone, and the 
loss of vision in one eye of perhaps 
150.000 more. 


But this is not the whole story 


because most of this could have 
been prevented if diagnosis had 
been made early and treatment 
started promptly. There are medi- 
cines available which are extreme- 
ly effective in most cases of acute 
glaucoma. Sometimes an operation 
is necessary to preserve sight. All 
make new channels for the drain- 
age of the eye fluids. 


An acute attack usually begins

EARLY TREATMENT BEST 


There is. of course, considerable 


loss of vision and an increased 
hardness of the eyeball can usual- 
ly be easily- felt. The pain is se- 
vere and often is felt all through 
the head. The hardness of the eye 
is caused by blockage of the flow 
of fluids within the eye so that li- 
quid accumulates in the eyeball. 


Because of its great danger to

Names Herbs 
For Beginners 


If you would like to use herbs 


in your cooking but don't know 
how to start, why not concentrate 
on the six kinds that French cooks 
are said to favor? In using them, 
remember that seasonings should 
bring out the flavor of the food. 
The taste of the herb itself should 
not stand out so it can be recog- 
nized. 


Experiment with pinches of these 


six seasonings — rosemary, sweet 
basil, sweet marjoram, 
tarragon, 


thyme and chervil. 


Rosemary has a spicy odor and 


gives special character to poultry, served 
stews and sauces. Sweet basil has' 
a cloverhke flavor and is often 
used instead of pepper in tomato 
and cheese dishes. It is also used 
to improve the flavor of green 
salads, shrimp and egg dishes. 


Sweet marjoram adds new flavor 


to potato salad, creamed potatoes 
and string beans. It is especially 
good with veal and liver, in herb 
butter, on cold roast-beef sand- 
wiches, in egg dishes and meat, and 
in poultry stuffings and soups. 


Tarragon has its own peculiar 


sweet taste, resembling licorice, 
and 4s good in green salads, salad 
dressings, 
salad 
vinegars, 
fish 


sauces, tartare sauces and some 
egg dishes. 


The leaves of thyme have a 


strongly herbal, pungent taste and 
are usually blended with 
other 


herbs and used in meats, in poultry 
stuffings, gravies, soups, egg dish- 
es, cheese and clam chowder. 


The chervil plant is said to re- 


semble parsley 
in the way it 


grows, while the taste of leaves 
and flowers is similar to that of 
tarragon. It is used in salads and 
salad dressings, in omelets, soups 
and stews.

American family." 


He praised existing private hos- 


pitalization and medical care in- 
surance plans,- and said progress 
made in that field "indicates that 
these voluntary organizations can 
reach many more people and pro- 
vide better and broader benefits." 


Eisenhower said the government 


need not and should not go into 
the insurance business to furnish 
the protection which private and 
non-profit organization now pro- 
vide. 


"But the government," the Pres- 


ident added, "can and should work 
with 
them 
to study 
and de- 


vise better insurance protection to 
meet the public need. 


Limited Help 


"I recommend the establishment 


of a limited federal reinsurance 
service to encourage private and 
non-profit health insurance organ- 
izations to offer broader health 
protection to more families. This 
service would reinsure the spe- 
cial additional risks involved in 
such broader protection. It can be 
launched with a capital fund-of 
25 million dollars provided by the 
government, to be retired from re- 
insurance fees." 


Although Eisenhower did not go 


into detail on what he meant by 
"re-insurance," he apparently had 
in mind something along the gen- 
eral idea of the system by which 
the government insures bank de- 
positors against loss. The private 
health plans would pay a fee for 
the insurance against major losses, 
and these fees, it was contem- 
plated, would in time repay the 25 
million dollars set up to start the 
system. 


Specify Benefit* 


Most existing private plans cover 


only a specified number of days 
of treatment at a specified maxi- 
mum cost. Presumably, more ben- 
efits might be allowed if the fi- 
nancing was more assured. 


The house commerce committee 


has been holding hearings on a bill 
which would set up a program 
along the lines Eisenhower sug- 
gested. 


The goal in the fiscal year start- 


ing July 1 is to restore 70,000 dis- 
abled persons to productive lives— 
an increase of 10,000 over the num- 
ber rehabilitated in 1953. He said 
the goal for fiscal 1956 is 100,000 
rehabilitated persons. In that year, 
he added, the states should begin 
to contribute from their own funds 
to the cost of rehabilitating these 
additional persons.

Still Deadlocked 


American and North Korean liai- 


son secretaries deadlocked for the 
third time—apparently on the ques- 
tion of striking Red charges of 
perfidy from the record. They 
agreed to^meet again Wednesday. 


In New Delhi, Mrs. Vijaya Lak- 


shmi Pandit, U.N. assembly presi- 
dent, said "merely releasing 22,000 
unrepatnated prisoners" would not 
end the Korean deadlock. 


She said in a speech to Indian 


leaders that the problem of Korea 
is a desperate one which must be 
reviewed by the general assembly 
"in the context of new develop- 
ments." Mrs. Pandit has called for 
the 60-nation assembly to recon- 
vene Feb. 9 on the Korean ques- 
tion. 


Thimayya Monday sent what he 


called a "clarifying statement" to 
Gen. John E. Hull, U.N. Far East 
commander. 


He said the Allies apparently 


misunderstood his decision to re- 
turn unrejjatriated prisoners now 
In Indian custody to their captors 
starting Wednesday. 


Asks Readiness 


Thimayya, chairman of the neu- 


tral nations repatriation commis- 
»ion 4NNRC), told each side last 
week to be ready to take back the 
prisoners it captured. They include 
14.300 Chinese and 7,700 Korean 
POWs captured by the Allies and 
327 Koreans, 21 Americans and 1 
Bnton captured by the Commu 
nists. All have refused to go home. 


Thimayya reemphasized in his 


latest letter that he is returning 
the 22,400 "as prisoners" and that 
freeing them would violate the 
armistice. 


The UNC hag informed the In- 


dians it is ready to accept the 
prisoners. An Indian spokesman 
said the Communists have not re- 
plied. 


The spokesman said Thimayya 


was planning a "final report on 
whether war prisoners would be 
returned on Jan. 20," as soon as 
the Reds answer. This touched off 


speculation that the Indians might 
change their decision, which they 
originally described as "the final 
say." 


Although there has been no offi- 


cial Red reply to the Indian plan, 
Communist China's Peiping radio 
has broadcast to Red troops that 
the Allies would "wreck" the truce 
1 they release anti-Red prisoners. 


The Indian letter was prompted 


by maneuvering over what will 
happen to the prisoners Jan. 23, 
the day the armistice says they 
revert to "civilian status." 


The U.N. view is that they go 


free on that date, but the Commu- 
nists, with the backing of India, 
say that because portions of the 
armistice agreement were not ful- 
filled neither side by itself has the 
right to change the status of the 
prisoners.

Thimayya's letter, which largely 
duplicated his earlier one to Hull, 
was prompted by the Indian gov- 
ernment in New Delhi.

•entral committee has expelled 
/ice President Milovan Djilas from 
its ranks after hearing President 
Marshal Tito denounce his top 
lide. Tito said Djilas attempted to 
'"liquidate" the Red party in Yugo- 
tlavia and sought to adopt the 
eapitalistic system. 


Immediately after the 100-mem- 


ber committee, meeting Sunday in 
Extraordinary session, issued its 
unanimous decree firing him, Djil- 
as resigned as chairman of the 
Yugoslav parliament. 


Repents Actions 


He also repented his actions, 


confessing that his attitude had 
been wrong. He denied that he 
opposed Tito and his policies and 
swore he still was a "true Marx- 
ist." 


The committee gave Djilas a 


Btern "final warning" to alter his 
views. This appeared to threaten 
his complete expulsion from the 
party. 


It appeared likely also that he 


would be ousted from his govern- 
ment post as one of Tito's four 
vice presideiits. 


Djilas' purge from 
the party 


leadership climaxed the most-dis- 
rupting politico-social controversy 
among Yugoslavia's rulers since 
the war. 


The storm burst after the 41- 


year-old partisan fighter wrote a 
series of articles in the party 
newspaper Borba proposing modi- 
fications in the Red setup in the 
nation. 


Critical of Wives 


Though the party committee con- 


fined itself mainly to Djilas' politi- 
cal 
views, 
the 
writings 
that 


brought down the Red wrath were 
his criticisms of the wives of other 
top Communists. 


Djilas charged in a long; article 


in New Thought that some of the 
ladies of the Dinner circle"—itself 
a bad term to the Reds—had 
snubbed the actress wife of one of- 
ficial. Without mentioning names, 
he made it clear he was talking 
about the recent bride of Chief of 
Staff Gen. Peko Dapcevic. 


Tito, hurrying back from a va- 


cation in Slovenia, grimly took the 
stand against his former close 
friend and accused him of seeking 
to break down party discipline, 


Djilas proposed in his Borba 


articles that the Communist party 
become more of a "discussion 
group" and less ah active organ 
of administration. He also called 
for modern-day revaluation of the 
basic principles of M a r x and 
Lenin. He even went so far as to 
charge that some administration 
leaders had sought special priv- 
ileges.
